Company of Woodmongers (being commanded to certiſie the ancient Car- men, and the number of Car- rooms each Car-men 
held) did Ann 1652. certiſie in the ſaid Liſt your Petitioners to be owner of, and to the ſaid Car- rooms, nevertheleſs the ſaid Company of Wood- 
mongers further to oppreſs, and vexatioully to proſecute your Petitioner (groundleſly)to the utter ruine of him and his family, did bring an Action 


againſt him in the Chamberlain s name, upon your Honors Act of — — oct Anno 1654, which was tryed the twentieth day of 74.

nuary laſt in your Honors Court, and the Jury finding upon a full Heari 
in contempt of, or contrary to the ſaid AR, did give their Verdict for your Petitioner. 

VI. That the ſaid Company of Woodmongers, who are reſtleſs and unſatiable in their vexatious (if not malicious) proſecutions of your Petitio- 
ner, have notwithſtanding (without any juſt cauſe) ſince the ſaid Tryal arreſted and impriſoned his ſervant , and declared againſt him upon the 
ſaid Act of Commonecouncel ; and to demonſtrate that their intended purpoſe is the ruining of your Petitioner and family, they have again arreſt- 
ed him, and when their intended practices of venting their cruelty againſt your Petitioner will ceaſe, is not diſcernable, unleſs a ſtop be made, and 
your Petitioner be relieved by the power and juſtice of this Honorable Court, who are the Conſervators of the Rights, Liberties and Priviledges of 
every Freeman of London, and their Families, againſt all Tyranny and Oppreſſion. 

VII. Thar the ſaid Company of Woodmo (under a meer pretence of Government) have by their arbitrary power, not onely oppreſſed 
vour Petitioner, in cauſing him to ſpend near fourſcore pounds in o_ defence of his juſt right and liberty, to work for the Livelyhood of him- 
ſelf and Family, in that Calling for which he had ſerved an Apprentiſhip ; but alſo they themſelves are the great offenders and breakers of your 
Honors ſaid Act of Common-councel ; for by their ſaid arbitrary practices they have in contempt of, and contrary to your ſaid Act, ſealed out 
ſupernumeraries to the number of ſixty (for which chey cook Rent) of all Pits, and do ſeal out daily, allow, and diſallow of Car- rooms in the ab- 
ſence, and without the conſent and approbation of the Committee, or any of them,, wh is cxgreſty forbidden by your ſaid Act of Com- 
mon- councel; by which ſaid practices of the ſaid Company, they have as much as in lies, made null your ſaid AR both in Letter and Equity, 
in point of your Honors undoubted intended Juſtice, for a right and wholeſdm Government for the good of the whole , which is according to the 
roundation of your Honors Authority, to make and mend Cuſtoms of Government, that is to ſay, conſonant to good faith and reaſon, for the com-

The Premiſes conſidered, your Petitioner prays , That this Honorable Court will take into their grave and pious conſideration his ſad,oppreſſed, 
ruined condition; And that by your f uſtice the ſaid Company may be compelled to make him Satisfaction for the ſaid wrongs they have 
done to your Petitioner , and to put a ſtop to their unjuſt and ve xatious proſecutions , And to Inveſt him into a peaceable poſſeſſior of his 
juſt Right and Liberty (to werk for the Maintenance of himſelf and family) who hath been, and ſtall always ſubmit and give obedience 
to Government. :
